land, England, France and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, To Our Lovits, 


+ Macers, Meſſengers at 
Arms, Our Sheriffs, in that part conjunctly and ſeve- 


rally , ſpecially conſtitute , Greeting : Whereas upon 
occaſion of the unſetled condition of the SCO 5 
Staple in the Lom. cauntrey /; The Merchants of this 
Our ancient Kingdom of Scotland have for diverſe years paſt, ſuffered 
great prejudice, intheir Trade and Comerce to thoſe Provinces. And be- 
ing graciouſly inclined to countenance all fair and juſt means, for ſetling of 
the ſaid Staple : We therefore gave full power and commiſſion to Our Reſi- 
dent and Conſeryator of the priviledges granted to Our Subjects of Scor- 


land in the Lom · conntreys; to treat with any Town or place moſt conve- 


nient and advantagious for the Merchants end Trade of this Our King- 
dom: So the Articles agreed by him with the Commiſſioners of the 
Prince of orange, and Deputics of the town of Cempvere for the re- ſet- 
ling of the Scots Staple-court within the ſaid towa, arc approven by Us: 


C pon the ſaid Staple court is removed from Dor? to the town of 


Campvere. And to the end this Our Royal pleaſure, may be made known 
to all Our loving Subjects of this Our Ancient Kingdom, We with ad- 
vice of the Lords of Our Privy Counci?, Do Ordain publick Proclama- 
tion to be made thereof at the uſual places of this Our Kingdom; that 
no perſon may pretend ignorance , but duely obey Our Royal pleaſure 
herein, as they will anſwer at their peri]. And further, We, with advice 
foreſaid , Do declare that the ancient ſtanding Acts of Parliament made 
by Our Royal Progenitors, in farour of the Staple. court, and the 
onſeryator , are in full force and ſtrength. And further, We Ordain rhe 
Royal Burroughs in their meetings to make ſtrick Acts. that the Staple may 
be duely obſerved, which We with advice forefaid, Declare to be binding 
upon all Our Subjects whatſoever trading to, or reſiding within any town, 
or place of the united Provinces. And We ordain thir preſents to be Printed 
and publiſhed at the Market Croſs of Ediuburgh, and other Royal Burghs 
and Sea. ports needful, that none may pretend ignorance therof,
